CONSIDERATIONS FOR WORKINGMEN. 
The activity of the various labor organiza- 
tions this summer has & meaning that has 


fatten on the credulity and cupidity of the 
laboring population, to thrive so amazingly 
were it not that tlie labor market is active. 
The workers in every guild and trade are not 
afraid any longer of the competition of the 
unemployed. There are not enough unem- 
ployed—idle men who really want to work 


compete 
successfully with the workers. It is proba | 
ble that 500,000 workingmen previously on 
short allowances have found employment on 
full time since the ist of January. The 
masters in every trade have more than they 
can do. The only difficulty they experience 
is in getting all the men they want at the 


The resumption of specie payments is the 
immediate cause of the improvement in the 
labor market. It is a remarkable fact that 
the workingmen who, asa class, were the 
most opposed to a return to specie pay- 
ments were the first to be benefited by it. 
As soon as capital was reassured in regard 
to the terms on which it was to be used, it 
came out of its hiding-places in bank-vaults 
and strong boxes and began to look for em- 
ployment. It could do nothing without 
labor, and it began to pay labor before it 
realized anything for itself. So that the 
laboring men up to this time have been the 
largest, as they were the first, beneficiaries 
of the resumption policy. This is precisely 
the result that Tas Tammo and other in- 
telligent friends of the workingmen pre- 
dicted ; but it was brought about in spite of 
a great majority of the workingmen them- 
selves and nearly all their fool-friends and 


The men who did most te mislead the 
workingmen on the Currency question 
against their own interests are now attempt- 
ing to lead them in a rebellion against their 
employers. These self-appointed guardians 
and tutors of the poor laboring man put on 
their old airs of superior knowledge and vir- 
tne, just as if their wisdom in the currency 
debate had not already been proved worse 
than folly. They appeal, as formerly, to the 
selfishness and ignorance of their hearers ;

We do not advance these views with any 
idea. that they will deter any workingmen 
who have been meditating a strike from car- 
ryihg.out their plans and suffering the con- 
sequences.. We have endeavored rather to 
take a calm and impartial survey of the sit- 
tation, and to point out some reasons why 
the workingmen should move slowly. There 
are and must be periods of extreme depres- 
sion, and of corresponding activity in the 
labor market, They come and go as regu- 
larly as the beats of a pendulum. Nothing 
can stop them. And perhaps it is not desir- 
able that they should be stopped. But pru- 
dent men can help to moderate the violent 
fluctuations at either extreme. Working- 
men who leave well enough alone as long 
they can will be the wisest. . 
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BRITISH LOSS FROM SILVER DEMONETI- 
ZATION. 

Some months ago Mr. Epwarp Laxornx, 
of the firm of Bram Brothers & Co., Lon- 
don, read a paper on the silver question be- 
fore the Manchester Statistical Society. The 
paper, which is ably written, has an addi- 
tional interest from the fact that it takes a 
British view of the effects upon British in- 
terests of the recent demonetization of ail- 
ver, and points out that the so-long-boasted 
adoption of the single gold standard by Great 
Britain m 1816 has proved to be at last the 
source of great loss to Great Britain by the 
destraction of her trade and the impoverish- 
ment of her customers. 

Mr, Laxornx explains most clearly how 
England escaped the ill effects of the single 
gold standard, and how at last the defect of 
that system was brought practically to view. 
Up to 1876 the inflexible gold standard 
worked well, and mono-metallists have used 
this fact for all itis worth and, as it seems, 
for much more than it was worth. The cir- 
cumstance that the bi-metallic system of 
France never was sufficiently considered as 
bearing on such t, until in 1876 it was 
fcreibly brought to view, is conclusively 
shown. During the period from 1816 to 
1876 the defects of the single gold standard 
were concealed, but were disclosed when the 
demonetization of silver by Germany led to 
the suspension of the law permitting unlim- 
ited coining and unlimited legal-tender of 
silver! in France and the Latin Union. 
The action of that Union was a méastre 
of self-defense. At that time there was a 
strong effort maxing to effect a general 
demonetization of silver, Had France not 
closed the market at that time, temporarily, 
to the coinage of silver, the demonetized 
mass would have been rushed into her mints 
and her gold would have been taken from 
her. She would have found herself holding 
alone the money which Europe and the 
United States had denounced as not being 
money. France, therefore, in 1876 sus- 
pended the coinage of silver, and since then 
has claimed payment to her of all foreign 
debts in gold. Mr. Lanorry thus discusses 
the effect of this action on England, and ex- 
plains how the defects of the act of 1816 
had been so long and so successfully con- 
oed. He says: 

‘* But thie act of France at once revealed the 
evils of the English gold standard. The trade of 
England is universal, and mostly so with silver 
countries, —resulting in considerable balances of 
trade either for or against tals country, —al! such 
balances due by. or to, sUrer- ustug countries hav- 
ing been up to 1876 4franged with a beautiful 
simplicity by meap- of the French bi-metallie ays- 
tem. 

France, having a bi-metallic system, was the 
medium of supply and demand in setilement of 
that which was owing to England or by England 
with her silver-using .clients. This system, 0 
simple that you may say its working was unseen 
and almost unknown, came rodely and suddenly to 
an end id 1876, when France suspended her law 
in the matter of the free coinage of 
silver, and England then found that ter 
trade with her silver- using clients 
was at once paralyzed; but the disease, 
not being understood, was therefore not imme- 
diately apparent. Two years and a half of difi- 
eult and unremunerative trade has, however, made 
clear and apparent that which at first was indis- 
tinct; and I think I may now, in 1879, assert that 
the trade of this country with silver-using nations 
is paralyzed. 

** Practically, Europe and England are at this 
moment, and for the first time within the range of 
their history, in that haven of bliss, according to 
mono- metallista, a universal gold standard. Silver 
is no longer money. nor is it any longer available 
in settlement of European international trade bal- 
ances. We have arrived at the happy consumma- 
tion of currency perfection, the single gold stand - 
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enever prioes .

Now, arguing on the basis that up to 1876 the 
world possessed §7, 000,000,000 of money, —gold 
and silver.—and if, as has been made out, that the 
trade of the world began to dwindle on a dimin- 
ished production of perhaps $6,000,000 per an- 
num, what, if this argument is true, must be the 
ipevitable consequence of the demonetization, so 
far as Europe is concerned, of 5, 500, 000, 000 of 
metal hitherto counted as money in Europe, and 
this by a struke of the pen—by' the abrogation of 
a law which occurred in 18767" | 

The remedy proposed as the resalt of the 
argument in this interesting paper is thus 
stated : 

The remedy can only be found in 8 speedy 
agreement with France and the United States of 
America to adopt the bi-metalli¢ system on the 
ratio of 15% ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold, 
either being an unlimited legal-tencer. The day 
such a convention will be signed, silver will be 
again 5 shillings an oanee, and wii] never vary be- 
low that price. The exchanges will have stability, 
and from that day trade will revive and the people 
have employwent.. An international agreement 
alone is necessary, for the reason that France will 
never again resume her double standard alone, 
were she to do so, ehe would rapidly jose her gold 
and be left with silver only, the money which 
to-day Europe refuses to recognize."

Mr. Benner, and thus avert the necessity of 
disapproving his action. As he refused to 
accede to the popular demand, the case was 
careiully reviewed, and more than two-thirds 
of all the Aldermen, and twenty-eight out of 
the thirty-four members present, voted that 
the Mayor had been wrong. Under the law 
it is necessary for Mr. Bun to furnish 
new bonds, He will do so this evening, and 
rhe same two-thirds vote will be able to de- 
feat any capiious motion to refer, and to 
approve the bonds immediately.

dollars per acre of rent to landlords and com- 
peting with the Western Americans for the 
food-market of Great Britain. England con- 
tains less than thirty millions of acres of 
land in agricultural use, including pasture, 
meadows, hop and garden lands. On this 
area the landlords exact from the cultivators 
the enormous rental of sixty-seven millions 
at pounds sterling per annum, or in 
Federal money 388, 000 000. Just think 
of such a sum extracted from the 
agricaltural ‘class of a little island 
not larger than IIlinois! Is it any wonder 
that the agricultural laborers of England are 
in a condition of wretched servitude? They 
work from childhood to old age on wages 
that furnish the barest subsistence, and 
when they are unfit to toil any longer they 
take refuge in the poor-bouse. How could 
it be otherwise when the land-monopolists 
squeeze $335,000,000 per annum out of 
them? The average rental of an English 
farm of 160 acres is $2,000 per year, and no 
abatement for failure of crops. Twelve 
dollars per acre is the general average rent 
for farming and pasture land paid through- 
out England,—the better lands renting for 
$15 to $20 per acre and the poorér from $5 
to $8. After paying these confiscatery rents, 
the tenant-farmer has to give some wages to 
the gangs of field-hands who work the 
plantation; but the wages are barely suffl- 
cient to keep the serf and his misérable 
family from starving. They are clothed 
in rages and filthy garments, They 
live, and breed, and die in damp, mud-floor 
huts. A laborer is required to pay rent for 
his hut, and feed and clothe himself, family, 
and numerous urchins for $2,50 to $8.5) per 
week, and that, too, in a country where food 
is necessarily far dearer than in this one, 
The farm may be swarming with rabbits and 
game-birds, but he dare not, on peril of fine 
and imprisonment, kill any of them for his 
half-starved family, although they are eating 
up the crops which his toil produces, 

The Spectator confesses that this state of 
things cannot continue any longer in the 
face of the cheap transportation of the 
enormous surplus crops of corn and wheat 
of Ilhnois and the other Western States. 
There is coming social revolution”; rents 
must tamble from 50 shillings rental to 5 
shillings or lower. This may bes catastro- 
phe to the spendthrift magnates, but not to 
the English people who are made secure of 
cheap food and plenty of it. Out down the 
renis low enough, says the Spectator, and 
there will still be a profit in farming English 
fielis to those who do the work. The land 
system and social. system must, however, 
be revolutionized in order to compete 
with the farmers of ‘the Western States who 
till their fields with their own labor and who 
have neither laborers to hire nor rents to 
pay. The Spectator thinks that under this 
tremendous American competition the lands 
of England must pass into the hands of those 
who manage and work them, and that no 
land will be thrown out of cultivation, as it 
can never be to the owner's interest to let 
the land lie waste while it will pay the cost 
of cultivation. The cost of transportation of 
agricultural products from Western farms to 
the consumers in Great Britain necessarily 
secures the English farmer a considerably 
higher price than his American rival can get. 
On wheat this must range from 25 to 40 cents 
& bushel, or say half a cent a pound, and 
on meats one, two, or three cents a pound, 
and on root crops and hay enough to realize 
double what the American farmer can obtain. 
So after all it becomes a question of reduc- 
tion in rent and the selling price of English 
lands, Both will be forced down enor- 


mously.

A Trip into Western Mees. 
From the Illinois Staate-Zeltung. 

Guaramas, West Coast of Mexico, June 16.— 
When I left Chicago I promised, at the urgent 
requést Of many friends, to give from time to 
time, through letters to the newspapers, some 
aceount of my movements and experiences, I 
should have done so before this, but I nave been 
too busy; and my friends, I hove, will forgive 
me when I assure them that only lack of leisure 
kept me from fulfilling my promise sooner. 

On the seventh day after our departure we 
arrived in San Francisco. Of that city I saw 

but little this time. . I had to attend to 80 large 
an amount of business that I could not even 
find time to call on some of the acquaintances I 
made when there before. After we had made 
all our purchases and shipped our machinery, 
we decided to go overland. by way of Arizona, 
to Sonora, instead of by steamer as was our 
original intention. For we bad some business 
with the Government in Hermosillo, and, be- 
sides, longed for the chance to travel through 
Sonora from its northern boundary to its south- 
ern frontier on the Pacific coast. 

Leaving San Francisco on the afternoon of 
May 20, we arrived the following afternoon at 
Los Angeles, Cal., where we made a stop of 
about an hour. We there enjoyed some excel- 
lent oranges, of which there bas been a good 
crop this season. From all over Southern Cali- 
fornia this splendid fruit is shioped to various 
parts of the United States by the million. 

We reached Fort Yuma on the morning of the 
Ast of June. This place bas lost considerably 
by the extension of the railroad. Its former 
freighting business is pow transferred to the 
present terminus of the road. I found other- 
wise hardly any change, except that the Indians 
showed some signs of approaching civilization. 
The males are now dressed from the loins up- 
ward, while the women and giris cover them- 
selves from the waist dowoward,—displaying 
the upper part of their bodies as formerly. 

After a stay just long enough for breakfast, 
we continued our journey. The railroad runs a 

few miles south from the Gila River, on which 
it depends for the most of its water-supply. 
Along the track nothing is to be seen. As 
tedions and wearisome as I found staging 
through this country, it was a paradise com- 
pared to this railroad journey. The stage 
always kept within sight of the river, and one 
would frequently see some green fields, or at 
least poplar-trees and shrubbery. But, along 
the 182 miles of railroad, there was no tree, no 
bush, no water, no wheat-, or barley-, or corp- 
field,—not even a blade of glass. A desert in- 
deed! The Southern Pacific Railroad Compan 
(onl¥ another name for the Central Pacific Rail. 
road) de: erve- a great deal of credit tor build- 
ing a road through this desert territory without 
Governmert aid, and without any prespect of 
busipess, excepting the mining interest, in case 
it eshouli fail to procure a connection east, for 
which millions upon millious will „et have to be 
expended. It appears, bowever, that the road 
will be pushed forward. in Casa Grande 
are piled up sieepers and rails sufficient to 
finish the road to Tucson, the Capital of Ari- 
zona; and 1 am assured by the Superintendent 
of the road, Mr. A. N. Town, an old Chicagoan 
and a splendid railroad-mant, that during 1881 
the road will be finished to EI Paso, on the 
Te tas boundary,—being half-way to Fort Worth, 
Tex., from Fort Yuma. 

At6o’clock in the evening we arrived at 
Maricopa Wells, where I found the youngest 
Mr. Hise, of Globe, who had been there some 
days for the purpose of shipping the moods 
which had arrived for bis brother, from Chicago 
by way of San Francisco.

and, besides, I thought it best not to meddle 


with people in a strange country, and kept 


quiet. 

After 4 while the tires fell from some of the 
wheels, and we were invited to help push the 
stage, after the drivers had tired themselves out 
whipping the poor borses. Having journeyed 
about twenty-five miles we changed horses, but 
kept our driver and whipper. At 10 o’clock in 
the evening we stopped on the banks of a little 
stream, where tite wheels were taken off and 
put in the water to soak overnight, to prevent 
their falling to pieces. In Altar, where the 
coach had stopped several days, sobody had 
though: it worth while to look after this. 

At 3 o’clock the next morning we were called 
up again,—we had rested ou the sand, rolled iu 
our blankets, several feet from the carriage, 
but I had slept soundiv,—and continued our 
journey. I was fully myself again, and had 
almost forgotten that I had been sick. We had 
thus far traveled through a very poor country,— 
in fact, through a desert. Houses we met at 
intervals of from twenty to thirty miles, and 
found there water in a cistern or in a Small 
stream. What we saw of animals (cattle, 
sheep, some pigs, horses, and males) showed 
unmistakable signs that they needed a speedy 
end to the dry season. They all looked dried 
up. All the grass had disappeared, and every- 
thing seemed to long for the rain, which usually 
begins at the end of this month,

GRANT AND THE CATHOLICS. 


Bishop O’Convor Interviewed upon His 
Opinion of the Oomiug Man—He Retracts 
His Harsh Stricturesin the “ Catholic Quar- 
terly Review” upon the Famous Des 
Moines Speech, 

Omaha Republican, July 11. 

In an article published on the editorial page 
Tuesday last, taken from the Philadelphia Jn- 
quirer, being a portion of an interview with Dr. 
Keating, who accompanied Gen. Grant from 
Paris to Sbangbai on bis tour round the world, 
upon Gen. Grant’s famous Des Moines speech, 
the following paragraph appears, in connection 
with other opinions upon the same subject: 

It is somewhat singular [said Dr. Keating], but 
it is true, nevertheless, that on our way h 
Omaha we chanced to fal: in with Bishop O'Connor. 
from whose articles en the speech m question the 
comments whiea appeared in the papers im this 
part of the country were G@awn and caused so 
much commotion, He said to me that there was 
nothing im has life he repented more than the 
haste with wnich he bad miajndged one of Ameri- 
ca’s noblest men; and in explanation stated that 
he bad taken bis version , a misipterpreted and 
grossly false account which had appeared iu a local 
paper He discovered his error when it was too 
late to make eilective retraction, but be did so now 
with his whole heart. 


In January, 1877, in the first issue of the Amer- 
ican Catholic Quarter'y Revew, published in 
Philadelphia, of which Bishop O'Connor was 
then and is now one of the editors, the allusion 
to the speech is made in n long article entitled 
“ Anti-Catholic Prejudice.” It is made inet 
dentally, and in but gde paragraph of the 
lengthy article. The immediate topic, of which 
the following is a part of the discussion, was the 
‘* prospect of anti-Catholic legislation in Ameri- 
ea.“ The paragraph which has made such a stir 
is as follows: 


The outline of the crusade with which we are 
threatened wae given us by Gen. Grant in his 
maiden speeen at Des Moines afew months ago. 
It is eminently Busmarckian. From a literary point 
of view that r hardly be said to be a sac- 
cess. As it reflects the inner thought ana temper 
of the man, it was a deliverance diegraceful ip the 
Chief Magistrate of a great Nation, and especialiy 
so in one who ought to de animated by the high 
impulses of a soldier, and of a soldier of the 
United States army. Bat it derives impor- 
tance from the fact thatat bas been deemed quite 
sufficient not only to restore the lost popalarity of 
its author, bat to retrieve the fortanes of a falling 


Gen. Grant actually commit himself to the course 
of action foreshadowed in that speech, though he 
may be disappointed in the hope he is said to en- 
tertain ofa third term, de cannot fail to become 
the leader and the Idol of a very powerful) party in 
the country. He is not a greatman. Even his 
former admirers have generally ceased to regard 
him assuch. He may without injustice be classed 
with those modern ‘‘Presidents of Repnoiics”’

FAREWELL SERMON, 

CHAPLAIN COLLYER TO THE FIRST REGIMENT. 

The Rev. Robert Collyer, who bas been Chap- 
Jain of the First Regiment, preached bis fare- 
well sermon to the command vesterday morn- 
ing at Unity Church. There were about 950 
members present in uniform, and, in addition, 
an immense tion, every seat being 
occupied. National flags hung in festoons from 
the galleries, and the pulpit was tastefully dec- 
orated by a mixture of musketa. drums, and 
standards. The text selected was. 
47 2 not as one beateth the air. —/. Corinthians. 


The Chaplain addressed himself to the in- 
quiry, “Is it worth the while to be officers and 
soldiers of the First Regiment!“ and ghe an- 
swered affirmatively, for three reasons: 

1. ‘That the guardianship of the sweet and 
noble civilization that was growing every year 
to be more and more blissful was well worth 


any sacrifice, even death, that any man could 
make for it. 

2. That the place our nation held in the Divine 
government, and the “clear revelation " of the 
presence of God here, might well inspire us all 
to feel that, while we stood for this vobie civil- 
ity, we were standing in the line of God’s provi- 
dence, and working out with Him His provi- 
dence toward the race. 

3. The grand, true manhood they brought to 
the task,—always equal to the demand of the 
time, whatever that demand migut be,—and the 
reward they would findin the noble endeavor 
they perpetually made to fit themselves to be 
among the cleanest and choicest defenders of 
— 2 and of the city in which we 

well. 

In concluding, Mr. Collyer said it was sad for 
him to leave them and thousands of friends in 
this citv and the Northwest. He would be 
gone, but he hoped they would lay his words to 
their hearte—that his words would stay with 
them, and be nourished by them—that they 
would find another Chaplain who would say 
grander and better words than he could—that 
they would grow into such nobleness and 
strength and fineness that they dian’t now 
dream of, and that their organization would 
come to be , as it would be, among 
the chiefest and truest instruments we had in 
the Commonwealth and the city for the con- 
servation of everything we held t im our 
lives. 


COMMUNION. 

SERMON BY THE REV. EDWARD BEECHER. 

The Rev. Edward Beecher. of Galesburg, III., 
preached in the First Congregational Church 
yesterday morning to a large congrgation, not- 
withstanding the intense heat. The reverend 
gentleman took as his text the following words: 

Behold, I stand at the door and knock: if any 
man hear my voice, and open the door, I wiil come 
unto him, and will sup with him and he with me. — 
Revelation, tii. , 20. 

The words, he said, were addressed not to the 
impenitent, but to the Charch. To commune 
with Christ was the pleasantest and most profit- 
edle part of our religious experience, for 
ia communing with Him we became 
a part of Him, sat down with 


Him and ate at the same table. Nothing could 
be more blessed. The second part of his text 
was found in John, xiv. 18 to 23, where the idea 
of communion was more clearly and thorouchly 
brought out. He commented upon the passages, 
quoted at some length to show the perfection 
of beauty cf communion as taught by Christ; 
and, while he did not propose to exhort bis 
hearers to come to Christ, be did intend to 
speak to them as Christians, which brought him 
to say that there alower communion than 
that referred to in text. There was the rose- 
dus to illustrate. No doubt that it was what 
it pretended to be, Dut to get at its real beauty 
it hai to de teen in bloom. So it was with some 
Christians who lived below their privileges. 

In the consideration of his subject further he 
spoke of the fullness and perfection of commu- 
nion with Christ. The lovers when first breat u- 
ing their affections for ove another Were as one 
person in thought, and an intimate heart-com- 
munion existed between them. The same was 
true of the pastor and ie. Here was a com- 
munion both seen and felt, and Judas touched 
the root of the whole question when he asked 
bow it was that they could commune with God 
whom they could not see. They could have 


| communion with Him in prison, at the stake, 


and in all the trying scenes of life; and His 
communion was a divine panoply for all who 
would seek it, was protection for all in trouble. 
and a place of rest for the weary. This was 
what was meant by Christ coming in to sup with 
us and we with Him. 

The speaker next considered the effect and 
results of a fullcommunion. It was the sym- 
pathetic transfer of divine thought, emotion, 
and energy. An army imbibed the bravery of 
their leader, and if the leader was a coward they 
became cowards also, which was a fact running 
through life. But one of the strong, positive 
thi about communion with God was that it 
taught believers the absolute certainty of the 
existence of a God, beside it imparted divine 
joy of which there was fartoolittic. Then it 
quieted the soul and transfused divine, vital 
energy into the Christian. 

In conclusion, the speaker considered why ft 
was that there were so many who did not eujo 
this fullcommunion. The reason was that suc 
Christians bad not been transformed into the 
image of Christ, and did not receive and recip- 
rocate His plans, thoughts, and self-sacrifice. 
There were too many who, after being convert- 

turned to world for their pleasure and 
enjoyment, instead of Christ and the Church. 
The young lady working in the Sabbath-school 
was too apt to like the fashions of life and so- 
ciety, and her experience with Christ fell too 
often nelow what it should be. There was no 
dishonor in this transforming, but rather honor, 
and jov, and hope. The world could only be 
converted and brought to a real communion by 
a cleansing of the heart and a purifying of the 
mind,—by living with. God, and for Him. 
Worldiy Christianity had to be destroyed,—not 
the Catholic Church, although it was worldly 
en . This wiped out, the spirit of God's 
Word would have free course and be glorified, 
and with this preparation the Lord would come, 
as was the prayer of all believing ones. 


GOOD RIGHT. 
SERMON BY DR. THOMPSON. 

The Rev. Dr. W. H. Thompson preached a 
sermon in Centenary Church, on West Monroe 
street, near Morgan, last evening, from the fol- 
lowing text: e 


Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are 
whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoeve 
things are lovely, whatsoever things are of 
report; if there be any virtue, and if there be any 
praise, think on these things.— PAi/, u., 8.

It was recognized in the experience of 


thousands of years that all things that were 


added to our world were brought along through 

the channels of henesty, and purity, and 

truth, and justice, and bonor, and love, and that 

ein was a — it built up nothing, and 

tore down everything that was built by more 
l 


exalted agencies. 

With the long experience of the people of the 
world, and, seeing the contrast, they have said, 
„The things on the right are of good report, 
and the th on the left bring nothing but 
evil report. The right brings goodness, and 
truth, and happiness, and light; while the left 
brings nothing but darkness and desolation.” 

Looking at these things for thousands of 
years, with the experience of ages, we would 
naturally think that we should find them crop- 
ping out in the world; that we would find the 
lovers of the good worlds organized and banded 
together. And this was the case. We found the 
principle of bonesty enshrined, and its devotees 
kneeling before it. The same was true 
of virtue, and purity, and patriotism. There 
were a great many good men and women in the 
world, and it was to these good people the world 
looked to for support and guidance. They told us 
where the rocks were; they planted the light- 
houses and warned the mariner of danger; they 
were the ones who were trus 

The speaker closed his interesting theme by 
saying that de would leave his hearers to think 
on these things, and the more they thought the 
more real the objects would appear. Without 
the principles of purity, and honesty, and jus- 
tice, and the rest, all things were as dross and 
rags, and we had no stability or abiding place 
on earth and no hope of the hereafter.

HOW GRANT CHEATED FORNEY. 


Promising a Cabinet Position to Gov, Cur- 
tain, and Then Sending Him to Siberian 
Exile. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 8.— To the Nor of the 
New York Sun: The Presidential struggle of 
1868 between Grant and Seymour was one of 
the most spirited campaign ever witnessed in 
Pennsvivavia. The preliminary battle was 
fought in October,—Hartranft, Republican, and 
Boyle, Democrat, running for Auditor-General, 
and Hartranft winning by only 9,667 majority 


in an aggregate vote of 655,000. The official | 


vote showed that of the small majority Alle 
gheny County—at that time the home of the 
late Robert W. Macker—contributed 8,957 of it, 
or pearly the entite majority given for Hart- 
rauft, while Philadelphia, which usually gives 
from 10,000 to 20,000 Republican majority, gave 
Mr. Bovle a majority of 175 votes. 

The result of the October election made the 
Grant managers painfully anxious about the 
termination of the November election, and Col. 
Forney, who was one of the first to suggest Gen. 
Grant as the Republican candidate, was the 
most anxious of all. In the struggie for Aud- 
itor-General, Gov. Andrew G. Curtin and Col. 
A. K. McOture, and their immediate friends, 
took little or no part. To bri these me 
whom Gen. Cameron haa almost out o 
the Republican party, over to the support of 
Grant, was one of the pleasant duties imposed 
upon Col. Forney. 

That promises were made, I do not know; 
but Curtin, McClure, Armstrong, Eli Slifer, Ir- 
win, and others all turned in for Grant; and the 
result was, that he carried the State by 
over Seymour.
